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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
9, 2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 17 and 20-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As presented in the amendment of October 9, 2003 the following is not clear: 
In claim 17, page 3, line 13, it is not clear why "-COOR 5 " is circled. On page 10, 
line 8, there is no antecedent basis in the claim for the moiety "R 33 ." The word "or" 
should separate the definitions for R1 to make it more clear. On page 12, the recitation 
"and all Gs may be the same or different" is unclear, since as defined G is only 
hydrogen. 

In claim 20, page 16, no antecedent basis is seen in claim 17 for the definition for 
Q "-OR 33 " R 37 refers to claim 17, however, no R 37 is seen in claim 17. 
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In claim 21, page 20, line 5, the intent of the recitation "Z represents the following 
in the definition of claim 17" is unclear. Furthermore, it is not seen that Z is defined. 
There is no antecedent basis in claim 17 for the "phenyl" moiety in the definition for R 54 . 

In claim 22, page 21, no antecedent basis is seen in claim 17 for R 51 or for the 
recitation "R 51 is defined in claim 17." 

In claim 23 no antecedent basis is seen in claim 17 for the "-OH" moiety in moiety 

B(Q). 

It is unclear why in some definitions in the claims the word "is" is used, while in 
other definitions the word "represents" is used. Is it intended that they mean the same 
thing?
